REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None 
of the prior art, alone or in combination, teaches the Applicant's invention of an 
applicator structured to be mounted on a finger as claimed wherein the second 
surface of the applicator portion and the second side of the reservoir (i.e., the 
breakable membrane) are in contact with each other along substantially all their 
respective areas. It is noted that the breakable membrane 29 in the Laub device 
is not considered to have substantially the same area as the applicator portion.
